New construction in the city 
of 
Kingston 
totaled 
almost 
$2,240,000 in 19G8, according to 
a rep ort by Building Insp ector 
George E. Radcliffe. 
The city issued 247 building 
p ermits for a total rev enue of 
$3,29 3, 
Radcliffe 
said. 
There 
were 11 other p ermits issued 
for which there was no charge 
in 19 68. 
These included a p ermit to 
the Kingston Housing Authority 
for p artial construction of Ron- 
dout Gardens in Broadway East. 
The estimated construction for 
that p ermit was $546,063, the 
largest single item built last 
y e a r.. 


Commercial buildings contin­ 
ued to go up in Kingston with 
three p ermits issued for a total 
of $39 2,254 in 19 68. 
Swimming p ools also showed 
a marked increase last y ear 
ov er 19 67. In 19 67 there were 
15 p ermits issued. Last y ear 
the total was 20 with the total 
v alue of the p ools p laced at 
$73,9 45. 
There were six new dwellings 
in the city last y ear, comp ared 
to 19 in 19 67. Total v alue was 
$19 0,000. 
Forty -two alterations account­ 
ed for $145,649 in construction 
costs while p atios, walls and 
fences added up to $16,516. 
Garages continued to be a 
p op ular addition with 16 built 


last y ear for a total cost of 
$112,785.

The Scho o l Do llar 


Senato r E. J. Speno has intro duced in the State Senate 
a bill to establish a co mmissio n fo r a co mplete fiscal 
audit o f the educatio nal sy stem o f New Yo rk State. The 
bill wo uld name a “ Little Ho o v er Co mmissio n” to learn 
what is happening to the v ast amo unts o f mo ney that is 
spent annually fo r educatio n. 
The State Bo ard o f Re­ 
gents has asked the 1 969 Legislature to appro v e two 
and a half billio n do llars in scho o l spending fo r 1 969-7 0. 
State aid fo r scho o ls has mo re than tripled in the 
past 1 0 y ears and is appro x imately 4 4 per cent o f the 
budget. This includes state aid to scho o ls, scho larships, 
fello wships and o ther state pro grams and aid. 
The pro po sal is in no way an attempt to interefere 
with the co ntent o r quality o f educatio n in the state. 
It is designed to dev elo p co st co ntro ls in educatio n, sim i­ 
lar to tho se used successfully in business, and educatio n 
is the largest business in the state. 
The co mmissio n 
study will attempt to determine the best use o f the edu­ 
catio n do llar. 
In v iew o f the ev er increasing co sts o f educatio n, 
which largely co me fro m the pro perty tax , it is time 
go v ernment o fficials gav e due co ncern fo r the ho me 
o wner and the amo unt lo cal so urces can supply . 
When established, the co mmissio n co uld start with 
a lo o k into Educatio n Co mmissio ner Allen’s administra­ 
tio n fo r a fundamental rev iew o f the state public scho o l 
sy stem and the po ssibility o f a rev isio n o f the scho o l 
schedule. 
The pro po sed fiv e per cent cut in Go v erno r 
Ro ckefeller’s pro po sed budget will bring ho me v ery 
fo rcibly to the lo cal scho o l district the high co st o f edu­ 
catio n, which traditio nally has been a lo cal respo nsibil­ 
ity , shared by the state, and the necessity fo r new way s 
to o btain the max imum benefits fro m the tax pay ers’ 
do llars. 


‘Operatio n Safe Streets’ 


Giv en an ex tensio n as head o f the municipal go v ern­ 
ment o f Washingto n by President Nix o n, May o r Walter 
Washingto n anno unced “ Operatio n Safe Streets’’ with the 
statement, “ The immediate and o v ershado wing co ncern 
is the reductio n o f crime in the District.’’ Tho se who liv e 
there and the millio ns who v isit the capital each y ear 
will applaud that reso lutio n. 
The first attempt will be to increase patro lmen by re­ 
placing po licemen in clerical jo bs with civ ilians in o rder 
to get mo re men o n the beat. Ano ther is to increase re­ 
cruitment to 1 00 a mo nth to achiev e the autho rized 
strength o f 4 .1 00 men. 
A third step is to change the bail refo rm act because 
o f its failures. A po lice study o f 1 3 0 perso ns indicted fo r 
armed ro bbery during fiscal 1 967 rev ealed that 4 5. o r 
mo re than a third, were indicted fo r a seco nd time fo r 
ano ther felo ny co mmitted while they were still awaiting 
trial o n the o riginal charge, including armed ro bbery . 
Speedier trials wo uld hav e prev ented these repeated 
o ffenses witho ut restricting to o much the right o f re­ 
lease while awaiting trial. 
Because it is the natio n’s capital and because its crime 
rate is o ne o f the highest in the natio n, what Washing­ 
to n do es abo ut crime in the street will be be watched 
clo sely during this administratio n, in which President 
Nix o n has made crime prev entio n o ne o f his to p o bjec­ 
tiv es. We ho pe there will also be so me lesso ns fo r the 
o ther cities in the co untry bedev illed with the same 
pro blem—as which city ’s isn’t to day ? 


Fo r 1 4 0 y ears, the Saturday Ev ening Po st had beco me 
o ne o f the family in its v isits to millio ns o f American 
ho mes. Iro nically , so me say it perished o f “ an o v erdo se 
o f who leso meness.” That is a co mmentary o n the age 
and its chase fo r the unwho leso me.

Ho w many friends hav e y o u go t? A lo t o f y o u claim 
do zens; many will claim fo ur o r fiv e. And so me o f y o u, per­ 
haps in a do wn mo ment, will blurt o ut that y o u hav en't a 
friend in the wo rld. O f all, this last statement is pro bably 
the mo st accurate. “ Friend’’ is o ne o f the mo st abused wo rds 
in the language. Mo st o f us are v ery fo rtunate if, in the piles 
o f peo ple we call o ur “ friends” , we meet o ne true o ne in a 
lifetime. 


The dictio nary go es so far as to define a friend as, “ One 
who is o n go o d terms with ano ther; o ne who is no t ho stile.” 
Io say this is to say that any o ne who is no t o ur enemy is 
o ur friend. But a friend is a great deal mo re than an anti­ 
enemy . It is easier to define a friend by what they do , than 
by what they are. 


In English class, many o f y o u may hav e studied what 
great writers thro ugho ut histo ry hav e written o f friendship. 
Plato , Shakespeare, Emerso n, Andy W arho l, and Benjamin 


Franklin (Just wanted to see if y o u were pay ing attentio n, 
there!) hav e all been drawn to ex press what friendship 
meant to them. W hat do es it mean to y o u? Ho w do all y o ur 
“ friends ’ stack up? A nd—ev en mo re impo rtant— what 
kind o f a friend are y o u? 
Mo st Impo rtant 


Perhaps the mo st impo rtant single characteristic o f 
friendship— the quality o n which the o thers depend— is 
lo y alty . N o t o nly wo uld y o ur real friend nev er betray y o u, 
but no thing they co uld ev er hear o r learn abo ut y o u wo uld 
turn them against y o u. Yo u co uld nev er say o r do any thing 
to them o r abo ut them that wo uld make them like y o u o ne 
bit less. 


A friend is no t o nly lo y al during the go o d times, but 
during the hassles, to o . A friend is no t jealo us o f y o ur suc­ 
cess, and if y o u fail, y o ur friend is there to co mfo rt and en­ 
co urage y o u. A friend is no t blind to y o ur faults, hut, right 
o r wro ng, y o u are his friend, and he will stick with y o u and 
pro tect y o u. 


A friend no t o nly will no t hurt y o u, a friend co uld no t 
hurt y o u. Yo u can talk to y o ur friend and say any thing in 
y o ur head witho ut fear o f ridicule o r betray al. Mo re im­ 
po rtantly , aro und a friend y o u can be silent in co mfo rt, and 
share each o ther’s tho ughts. 
A friend is a lo t o f fun to be with when y o u are full o f 
go , but y o u also enjo y their co mpany when y o u are pensiv e, 
depressed, sick, o r do wn o n the wo rld. 
Yo ur friend is no t jealo us o r po ssessiv e o f y o u. He do es 
no t try to alter y o u, and he do es no t try to keep y o u the 
same, fo r he’d like y o u ho wev er y o u are. It wo uld be im­ 
po ssible to “ gro w o ut” o f a real friendship, because a true 
friend will like y o u ho w ev er y o u dev elo p. A friend may 
share y o ur tastes in reco rds, clo thes, ho o ks, and mo v ies, hut 
if no t, he respects y o ur taste, and do es no t kno ck it. A friend 
can criticize in the purest sense o f the wo rld— no t “ to find 
fault with,” but rather, “ to discuss he merits o f.” 
Find Th e String 
Yo u feel at ho me with y o ur friend wherev er y o u are. 
O ne writer said that a friend’s ho use is o ne where y o u kno w 
where the string is kept. But any place is “ ho me” when y o u 
are to gether. 


A friend nev er wo rries abo ut “ what peo ple will think.” 
If y o ur who le wo rld were to to tal o ut, and ev ery thing y o u 
pride deserted y o u, y o ur friend wo uld still he with y o u. 
Yo ur friend do es no t measure his fav o rs o r his dev o tio n, 
and y o u needn’t measure y o urs to him.
